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Schism 


PAUL P. CARPENTER 


“That there should be no schism in 
the body,” 1 Cor. 12:25. 

Let us begin with the first verse 
wherein St. Paul makes use of the word 
“schism.” It is in the 10th verse of the 
first chapter of his first epistle to the 
Corinthians. “I beseech you, brethren, 
by the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
that ye all speak the same thing, and 
that there be no divisions (schisms) 
among you.” Can anything be plainer 
than that the schisms here spoken ot 
were not “separations from” but “di- 
visions in” the Church of God at Cor- 
inth? Accordingly it follows: “But that 
ye be perfectly joined together in the 
same mind and in the same judgment.” 
You see here that a union in mind and 
judgment was the direct opposite of the 
Corinthian schism. This consequently 
was not a separation from the Church 
but a separation in the Church, a divi- 
sion in mind and judgment (perhaps also 
in affection) among those who notwit!- 
standirg this, continued outwardly 
united as before. 

Of what nature this schism at Corinth 
was is still more clearly determined, if 
anything can be clearer, by the words 
that follow: “Now this I say, that ev- 
ry one of you saith, I am of Paul; and 
[ of Apollos; and I of Cephas; and I of 
Christ.” Who then does not see that the 
schism for which the apostle here re- 
proves the Corinthians is neither more 
nor less than the splitting into several 
parties as they gave the preference o 
one or another preacher? This species of 
schism will be occasion to guard against 
in all the Church of God. 

The second place where the apostle 
uses this word is in the eighteenth verse 
of the eleventh chapter of this epistle, 
“Where ye come together in the church,” 
“or the Church of God congregations,” 
I hear that there are divisions or schism 
among you. But what were these 
schisms? The apostle immediately _ tells 
you in v. 20 “when you come together 
professing, your design is to eat of the 
Lord’s supper, every one of you taketh 
before another, his own supper as if it 
were a common meal.” What then was 
the schism? It seems in doing*this they 
divided into little parties which cher- 
ished anger and resentment one against 
another, even that solemn season. I be- 
lieve the sin which the apostle charges 
on the communicants at Corinth was 
precisely this, the taking one before an- 
other his own supper and in such a 
shocking manner that while one was 
hungry another was drunken. By doing 


this He says ye eat and drink damnation 
or judgment to yourselves for sinning in 
this vile manner many are sick and weak 
among you. Observe here two things. 
First, what was the sin of the Corinthi- 
ans? It was taking one before another his 
own supper so that while one was hun- 
gry arother was drunken. Secondly, 
what was the punishment? It was bodily 
weakness and sickness which without 
repentance might end in death. The third 
place in this epistle wherein the apostle 
uses this word is the twenty-fifth verse 
of the fifteenth chapter where speaking 


of the church he seems to mean the 
church universal, the whole body of 
Christ. He observes God hath tempered 


the body together having given more 
abundant honor to that part which 
lacked. That there be no schism in the 
body, vs. 24, 25 he immediately fixes 
the meaning of his own words, “But that 
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the members might have the same care 
one for another and whether one mem- 
ber be honored all the members rejoice 
with it.” We may easily observe that the 
word “schism” here means the want of 
this tender care of or for each other. 
Now then back to my thought, is 
there no sin resembling what so many 
writers who are so learned and _ pious 
have termed “schism” and which 
all of the members of the great Church 
of God have need to carefully guard 
against? I do not doubt but what there is 
ard I can not tell whether this too may 
not in a remote sense be called “schism.” 
I mean a causeless separating from the 
Church of God. There is no absurdity in 
taking the Word in this sense, though it 
be rot strictly scriptural. For how lit- 
tle a thing soever it may seem and how 
innocent it may be accounted “schism,” 
even this sense is both evil in itself and 
productive of evil consequences, It is evil 
in itself to separate ourselves from the 
body of the Church of God. It’s a griev- 
ous break of the law of God. It is the na- 
ture of love to unite us together and the 
greater the love, the stricter the union.

BETTER 

The key word of the Epistle to the 
Hebrews is the term “better.” It occurs 
not less than thirteen times. Heb. 1:4; 
GPs. 727,28, Zee Bohs F225; T0254; 11; 
16, 35, 40; 12:24. In 1 Cor. 12:31 this 
same word is “best.” 

Christ is better than the prophets. 
Deut. 18:15, “The Lord thy God will 
raise up thee a Prophet from the midst 
of thee, of thy brethren, like unto me; 
unto him he shall hearken.” This refers 
to Jesus and was given by their great 
leader who exhorted them to heed the 
voice of Christ when He should appear. 

Christ is better in His utterances be- 
cause Hc is the living Word of God and 
God the Word. Heb. 1: 1, 2, “God, who 
at sundry times and in divers manners 
spake in time past unto the fathers by 
the prophets, hath in these last days 
spoken unto us by His Son, whom he 
hath appointed heir to all things, by 
whom also he made the worlds.” 

Christ is better in His relation to God 
because He is the Son of God and heir 
of all things. Matt. 16:16; John 4:25. 
26; John 6:6-9. 

Christ is better in His person. The 
prophets were creatures and Christ is 
Creator. He made the worlds. Eccl, 12: 
1; Luke 6:5; Luke 24:19; John 1:3. 

Christ is better in His glory. The 
prophets were but men, Christ is the 
brightness of God’s glory. Heb. 1:3, 
“Who being the brightness of his glory, 
and the express image of his person.” 

Christ is often referred to as the Light 
of the world. When Paul met Him a 
great light shone from heaven and in 
many instances His presence brought 
light. He is spoken of as the Light shin- 
ing out in dark places. 

Christ is better in His likeness to God. 
He is the express image, etc. The image 
of God in Him is not blurred by sin. 
Heb. 1:3, “Upholding all things by the 
word of his power, when he had by him- 
self purged our sins, sat down on the 
right hand of the Majesty on high.” 
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Christ is better in His power. The 
prophets were upholden and He upholds. 
The prophets were upholden by God 
Himself. Many of them had power to 
call fire down from heaven, also to 
quench the violence of fire, and heal the 
sick, and they were upholden by the 
Lord in many ways too numerus to men- 
tion. Christ upholds us by His mighty 
power and makes it possible for us to 
be overcomers, 

Christ is better in His work. The 
prophets could not clearse from sin but 
He could. Heb. 13:12, “Wherefore 
Christ also, that he might sanctify 
(cleanse) us with his blood, suffered 
without the gate.”’ The priestly order and 
their sacrifices did not have power to 
cleanse from all sin. The blood of bulls 
and coats and heifers could not take 
away sin, but Christ who is our better 
hope can. 

Christ is better in His place. He is 
seated at the right hand of God. The 
prophets could only occupy a servant's 
place, but Christ sitteth at the right 
hand of God to intercede for us. 

Christ is better than the angels, be- 
cause He is the Son and they are serv- 
ants. Heb. 1:5. “For unto which of the 
angels said he at any time, Thy art my 
son, this day have I begotten thee. And 
again, I will be to him a Father, and he 
shall be to me a Son”?

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WATCH FOR THE LITTLE 
FOXES 
Solomon’s Song 2:15 

Abstain from all appearance of evil,” 
1 Thess. 5:22. 

It is in the little things and things that 
seem insignificant, the smaller details of 
the Christian life, that the finer traits 
of Christian character are demonstrated. 
If one fails in the common place, little 
things of everyday life, how futile will 
be his attempt to make good in a larger 
or more responsible place. In business, in 
friendship, little things count, and, if 
possible, more so in the Christian life. 

In the outward life of the victorious 
Christian you see a few smiles, hearty 
handclasps maybe, a few kind words and 
friendly acts, and a general  Christly 
bearing, little things all, but you are 
convinced at once of the genuineness of 
his profession and have no hesitancy in 
taking him into your fellowship. 

But the little things on life’s journey 
we must watch. Some are good and 
many are bad. There’re more little things 
in life’s makeup than there are big ores. 
There are the bad little foxes that are 
ever ready to devour our tender grapes, 
and there are some good things that will 
help to build us up in the Christian way 
if we observe them. Let us notice some 
of them. 

“Let not then your good be evil 
spoken of,” Rom. 14:16. 

Some one says, “I don’t care 
what they say about me.” That is 
all right if you are criticized for 
something connected with your faith- 
ful testimony and your godly, _ self- 
denying, but it’s all wrong if you have 


been seen where you should not have 
been, or said something that was un- 
christlike, or failed the Lord in some 


way, and you are defending yourself; 
that’s wrong. It means that you do not 
care if you have grieved your Lord and 
that you are out of the Spirit. You 
should care and seek to live above re- 
proach, that your Lord may be glorified 
in you under all circumstances, lest a 
bigger fox devour you, 

Foolish talking and jesting are to be 
avoided. Eph. 5:4. 

There is no way that you. may get 
rid of the keen edge of your good experi- 
ence more quickly. It is a sure way to 


kill the conviction that is upon sinners, 
and if indulged in very long it will de- 
stroy the revival spirit from among us. 
A good, sane, pleasant conversation is 
proper on all ordinary occasions, but 
foolish talking, jesting and joking are 
never a sign of spirituality among the 
young or old, and especially are they ob- 
jectionable in the choir or in any spirit- 
ual service. 

Perhaps “‘talkativeness’”” would come 
under this head too, as well as Paul’s ex- 
hortation against “foolish and unlearned 
questions” (2 Tim. 2:23). That “the 
tongue is a fire, a world of iniquity” 
and “that it defiles the whole body,” 
many have proved, as James declares. 
Please read James third chapter. 

Let us walk honestly. Rom. 13:13. 

Do you have a reputation for prompt- 
ness in going, paying, writing, or doing 
thirgs as you promise. It should be. a 
matter of conscience with you to be 
prompt always in keeping your word, 
even in small matters as well as in more 
important things. How can sincere wor- 
shipers of the Lord get into the habit of 


forgetting and failing to keep their 
word, and do it over and over again. 
This is certainly a little fox that has 
visited many a Christian’s grape vine, 
and to what proportions these foxes 
grew! 

"Let us lay aside every weight.”— 
Heb. 12:1, 


Often it is asked, “Is this a sin?” “Is 
that a sin?” There are many things that 
are not sinful within themselves—little 
bywords, manners, habits, etc., but they 
are not helpful to the Christian’s life or 
to his influence, so it is better to leave 
them off. Hence the exhortation, “Let 
us lay aside every weight and the sin,” 
etc. It is certain that we cannot be too 
careful in living the Christian life. It is 
always proper to watch and pray lest 
we “enter into temptation.” 

Do not behave “unseemly” in private 
or in public.” 1 Cor. 13:5. 

How often Christians, and even min- 
isters of the gospel, have conducted 
themselves in public places in such a 
manner as to cast a reflection on their 
profession. We should remember that we 
are the representatives of Jesus as truly 
on the highway, in restaurants, or any- 
where else, as we are in a prayer meet- 
ing. 
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A Hunting License. 

Some one asked, “Is it wrong to hunt 
without a license?” You don’t buy and 
sell and run your shop nor your car with- 
out a license. If for any reason you have 
no conscience about a license, remem- 
ber Paul said we are to be subject to 
“the powers that be” (Rom. 13); and 
still, what about the ‘“‘appearance of 
evil”? It is to be avoided. 

What about traffic laws? 

Are they to be regarded? Do they not 
apply to us? How many would obey 
them if they had it to do over again, 
and how about those who through their 
disrespect of these laws are gone where 
they need them no more. My brethren, 
if the law says forty or forty-five miles 
per hour and you drive sixty or seventy, 
are you not an offender? And besides, 
you dodged the traffic cop to get away 
with it. We are supposed to be law-abid- 
ing citizens, but what kind of an ex- 
ample are you? Think of 35,000 fatali- 
ties, 100,000 others seriously hurt and 
millions of dollars damaage sustained an- 
nually, and most of this because of 
speeding. Are you guilty? 

No man can expect to succeed in 
business, or in any profession, unless he 
gives special attention to the little 
things, the details of his life work, and 
it is very sure that a man who will be a 
100 per cent follower of Jesus must do 
the same,

A CIRCLE TOUR OF 
GALILEE 


By J. H. INGRAM 


We had just completed a bus trip 
from Jerusalem to Haifa, as described in 
a former article, so we will now double 
back, making a circular tour of Galilee. 
We spent one night in Haifa and took 
the early morning train for Samakh 
on the sea of Galilee near the Trans-Jor- 
dan frontier. I stili had the Church 
Army Captain, Mr. Roberts, as my 
travelling companion. On_ leaving the 
city, the Ladder of Tyre may be seen 
far away, jutting out in the Mediterran- 
ean sea to the left—rear. To the right 
Mt. Carmel rises up steeply. This section 
is inhabited mostly by the Druses, who 
have other centers in Lebanon and the 
Jabel Druse in the Hauran. To our left a 
few miles away the ancient Tell El Har- 
baj rises from the level plain. It is 
thought to be the site of “Harosheth of 
the Gentiles,’ where Sisera kept his 
“Nire hundred chariots of iron,” Judges 
4:1-3. Ancient cities of this country 
were usually built of mud _ bricks and 
were very congested. The houses were 
terraced and literally stacked on top of 
each other, so to speak. So when they 
fell into ruins the bricks gradually dis- 
so ved, that is the top layers and _ the 
whole heap took on the form of a tell, 
hill, or mound. These hills are usuaily 
grown over with grass and appear to be 
a part of the original creation, but once 
the outer surface is removed by excava- 
tions, the foundation of the city and 
parts of the houses are often found to be 
intact, with some of the furnishings 
strewn about. The ruins of old Jericho 
described in an earlier article was built 
after this manner. On the trip back to 
Galilee we crossed the River Kishon 
again. It did not have much water in it 
at the time, but in the rainy season is a 
torrent. Read Judges 5:21. 


We now enter the great Plain of Es- 
draelon, a vast and fertile plain which 
has been a battlefield in all ages, and is 
thought by some to be the place where 
the Battle of Armageddon will take 
place. In the past, Egyptian Pharaohs, 
Thothmes III, and Rameses II, Canaanite 
kings, Israelite and Jewish warriors, 
Gideon, Deborah, Barak, Saul and also 
King Josiah, who was killed in battle 
here, have all led their armies 
across this plain to defeat or victory. 
Then too, the Greeks 
Crusaders and Saracens. 


and Romans, 


Napoleon and 
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Ne 
Allenby, of the late war, have all fought 
within the sight of the fortress Megiddo, 
which was off to our right, on a hill 
jutting out into the: fields, The fortress 
“Megiddo” is rightly named since it 
means “‘the place of troops.” 

Passing again the Jewish town of Af- 
fula, we cross the road followed from 
Jerusalem by bus, and entered the Val- 
ley of Jezreel, passing the site of the an- 
cient city. I could realize the distance 
Elijah had to run—about eighteen miles 
—in going before Ahab from Mt. Car- 
mel to Jezreel, 1 Kings 18:42-46; read 
also about Naboth’s vineyard, 1 Kings 
21:1-16. At this point we had descended 
to the level of the Mediterranean Sea, 
so the great depth of the Jordan Valley 
and the Sea of Galilee could be more 
easily marked, as we continued the long 
descent, with the Mountains of Gilead 
for a background. 

A little beyond Jezreel at the foot of 
the slope, are some rocks, with a cave and 
a pool of water. This is “The Well ot 
Harod,” now called ’Ain Jalud, or 
“Gideon’s Spring.”’ This is where Gideon 
tested his soldiers and chose the 300 
who scooped up water with their hands 
instead of kneeling down to drink. Inci- 
dently, the writer was converted upon 
hearing a sermon preached about Gid- 
eon’s victory here over the Midianites. 
Read Judges 7:1-25. 

Coming to the station ot “Ein Harod, 
there were some Jewish Colonies to the 
right, at the back side of the Valley of 
Jezreel, from where Mt. Gilboa rises 
to 1,648 feet above the plain. At the foot 
of the hill runs the track along which 
Jehu drove furiously from Ramoth Gil- 
ead to Jezreel. See 2 Kings 9:1-37. This 
mountain was the scene of King Saul’s 
last fight, his defeat by the Philistines, 
and the death of the king and his three 
sons—Jozathan, Abinadab, Melchishua. 
Read 1 Sam. 31:1-13, and _ especially 
David’s touching Jamentation in 2 Sam. 
1:1-27. The next station was Beisan, the 
old Canaanite city of Beth-shan, the 
ruins of many cities lie buried here. It 
was to the wall of this city Saul’s body 
and those of his sons were nailed by the 
Philistines, till the men of Jabesh Gilead 
came and bore them away. In later years 
many famous people came here—David, 
Solomon, Holophernes, Antiochus the 
Great, Judas Maccabaeus, Queen Cleopa- 
tra, Pompey, the Crusaders, and Saladin. 

We are now about 500 feet below sea 
level, with good views to the right of the 
Jordan va'ley. And before we could 
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hardly realize it the train was speeding 
across the Jordan River bridge. The an- 
cient bridge, Jisr el majami, could be 
seen near the railway crossing. Immed- 
iately afterward, on the left, was the 
River Yarmuk, which we are crossing 
presently, near its junction with the Jor- 
dan. There were splendid views of both 
rivers from here, and there was a hydro- 
electric plant on the Jordan, which fur- 
nished electric current to the surround- 
ing country and towns. Directly opposite 
us in the hills, is the deep gorge down 
which the Yarmuk rurs from the high 
plateau of the Mountains of Gilead. 

We are now approaching the Samakh 
station. Gadara, a city of Decapolis may 
be seen from here, and the beautiful, 
blue, Sea of Galilee stretches out to the 
left. The railway continues, winding up 
the Valley of the Yarmuk, to Deraa, 
forty-six miles distant, and thence seven- 
ty-seven miles to Damascus. I had in- 
cluded Damascus in my itinerary, but 
for lack of time and because of the 
trouble, I postponed the trip. We brought 
a company of Trans-Jordan troops over 
on the train, to reenforce the border pa- 
tro! at this point. It looked like there 
were more soldiers than citizens in the 
little town, but the place was very quite 
otherwise. 

There being no taxis or buses running 
to Tiberias, we set out on foot, to waik 
the twelve kilometers (about eight 
miles), Some three miles from Samakh 
we came to a Jewish colony and got a 
taxi to take us on to the city. On ar- 
riving at Tiberias we went to the Scot- 
tish Mission Hospital and were directed 
to a place to stay in the home of a re- 
tired matron, who had her house on a 
high hill overlooking the city and the 
Sea of Galilee. From here we took a car 
around to the upper end of the sea, to 
the ruins of the old Jewish synagogue 
lately uncovered on the site of ancient 
Capernaum. It was here that Jesus 
preached and worked miracles of healing 
during His ministry. He also made His 
dwelling place at Capernaum. See Mark 
1:21-34; Matt. 4:13. 

A short distance from here, a clump 
of trees marked the place where the Jor- 
dan enters the Galilee, the river here 
forms the boundary between Palestine 
and Syria—now a French protectorate. | 
forgot to mention that we crossed over 
the Jordan again on the way up to Ti- 
berias. The scenery was most beautiful 
where it flows out of the lake. The Jor- 
dan has its main source some distance 
from here, to the north, toward Mt. 
Hermon which could be seen clearly with 
its mantle of pretty white snow, tower- 
ing above the clouds at times. On the 
way up to Capernaum we crossed the 
little plain of Gennesaret in the Tribe of 
Naphathali. The traditional site of the 
feeding of the five thousand may be 
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seen on this trip. Matt. 14:15-21. Also 
the Mount of Beatitudes, which is rath- 
er high, and has a flat top. Read Matt. 
§. Sate, high in the mountains above us, 
northeast of the lake, is said to be the 
“city that is set on a hill,” referred to by 
Christ during His Sermon on_ the 
Mount, Matt. 5:14. 

The sun was sinking behind the Gaii- 
lean Hills back of the city when we re- 
turned to the guest-house, and the re- 
flecting rays showed up most beautiful- 
ly the mountainous country of the Ger- 
sesenes, with its chief city Gegesa to be 
seen in the hill-tops, across the sea. This 
is also known as_ the country of the 
Gadarenes, which continues more to the 
south from here, toward the city of 
Gadara. It was hereabouts that Jesus cast 
the two thousand devils (evil spirits) 
out of the man from the “the tombs” 
with the unclean spirit. Twilight is now 
stealing over the sea, and as the women 
are busying themselves preparing the 
evening meal, we thought to go for a 
stroll about the town and alorg the sea- 
shore. It was a glorious feeling indeed— 
far beyond my powers of expression—to 
have this grand, twofold privilege, that 
of following Christ in the Spirit, and 
also walking where He once walked, 
while here in the f.esh. We thought it 
would be nice to take a little boat ride, 
sO we engaged a boatman and _ rowed 
away. Cutting the shore lines, we went 
out to sea a ways, then headed for a 
rocky breach some little distance from 
the city. The water was so calm at the 
time, and sc clear and fresh-looking— 
blue, too, as all deep, clear water appears 
—we decided to “jump in,” in fact we 
had anticipated a swim and came pre- 
pared. So we landed on a big rock and 
dismissed the lad with his boat. The 
water was so cold, I could not resist the 
temptation to take a drink of it. It is 
now time for supper, and by the time 
we had climbed the hill to the house, 
our appetites did rot need any coaxing. 
Darkness had now enveloped the coun- 
try, but it never really seems to get 
“dark.” The stars were very bright, and 
we sat on the porch for meditation and 
prayer, until the moon—nearly full— 
came up over the Mountains of Gilead 
to the southeast, forming a silvery path 
of light across the Galilee—a scene | 
shall never forget. In the meantime, ere 
the moon had shown her face, a huge 
meteor came tumbling down out of the 
skies, lightening up the heavens with a 
brilliant flame of fire, of greenish-yel- 
low hue. It seemed for a time it would 
splash into the water before it burned 
out, or disappeared through space. We 
were up in the morning early for 
prayer, and to see the sunrise across the 
sea. We then took our breakfast, and 
went for a stroll along the seashore be- 
fore saying farewell. I gathered out a 
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couple of small stones along the beach, 
and filled a bottle with water, which I 
am bringing back to America. The Sea 
of Galilee is about six miles wide by 
twelve miles long and is said to be very 
deep. It is 682 feet below the main sea 
level and appears to be the crater of an 
old volcano. Most of the rocks round 
about are of voicanic origin. 
BACK TO NAZARETH AND 
JERUSALEM 

We took the bus. from Tiberias to 
Nazareth, a distance of about twenty 
miles; height above sea level, 1,602 feet, 
making 2,284 feet we had to climb to 
get there. After we had climbed a thou- 
sand feet, the Sea of Galilee came in 
sight again, to the rear of us, with the 
“Horns of Hattin” ahead of us to the 
right. Here the road skirts the broad 
plain of Ahma, in which the crusaders 
were disastrously defeated by Saladin at 
the Battle of Hattin in 1187 A. D., thus 
bringing to an end the Latin Kingdom. 
of Jerusalem. Next comes Cana of Gali- 
lee, where Jesus with His mother and His 
disciples visited the wedding, and where 
He performed His first miracle by turn- 
ing the water into wine—and you may 
be assured it was not the intoxicating 
kind, but rather “sweet wine.’’ Read the 
story of the wedding in John 2:1-12. It 
was this occasion that gave rise to the 
wonderful saying of the holy mother, 
“Whatsoever He saith unto you, do it.” 
Cana is now called Kefr Kenna. 

We presently enter the Tribe of Zeb- 
ulon and pass the village of El Mashad 
the Gath Hepher of 2 Kings 14:25, and 
the birthplace and home of the prophet 
Jonah, The name Nebi Yunis is still 
used for the old tomb on top of the hill 
here. There was a cold spring above us 
in the hills, and the water had been 
piped down to a fountain by the side of 
the road where we stopped to get a 
drink, while the soldier guards were 
checking up on the convoy, consisting of 
severai trucks and cars in addition to the 
bus. We soon pass the old village of 
Raineh on our left, which was much 
damaged during the great earthquake of 
1927. Next we enter and pass through 
Nazareth, where we only rhade a_ brief 
stop. To our right, was the Virgin’s 
We.l, where Mary the mother of Jesus 
was said to have come to draw water, 
during their residence here. There was a 
large arch over it and large numbers of 
women and girls were going and com- 
ing with their water jars upon their heads 
or shoulders. We saw men working in the 
quaint old carpenter shops that lined the 
narrow streets, and could imagine our- 
selves living once again in the days when 
the Boy Jesus applied the trade in this 
same spot. Capt. Roberts continued by 
the same bus to Haifa, where he was to 
take the train back to Jerusalem, but I 
got off here and started on foot to the 
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Jewish settlement of Affula about six 
miles distant, where I spent the night 
and took a bus next day going to a junc- 
tion near Nablus (Shechem) where I 
was picked up by the British soldiers and 
taken on to Jerusalem in an ammuni- 
tion truck. I came this way especially in 
order to see Jacob’s well. So while the - 
convoy was making ready at the camp 
a mile away, I ran down the road think- 
ing to join the company farther along. 
When I passed the barbed wire entangle- 
ments thrown about the headquarters, I 
was warned that to do so was at my own 
risk, and some seemed to think I would 
be a dead man before I got very far 
down the road, but on I ran, determined 
to go through, not fearing since the 
Lord had let me see all this years ago in 
a dream—as stated before. It was hot 
and the road was dusty, but I did not 
mind that. Arriving at the huge, iron 
door, through which one must enter the 
high, stone wall, that enclosed the well 
itself, I discovered that it was shut. So | 
graboed up a large stone and began ham- 
mering for dear life. The old Greek Monk 
or priest came with a large key, un- 
locked the door and let me in. The 
Greeks started to build a church over 
the wall, but only got as far as to put up 
the wails, and have long since ceased to 
build. The well was formerly in a sort 
of hoilow or deep recess in the surface of 
the earth. A small chapel has been built 
over this, and one must enter by going 
down a flight of steps, like a cellar-way, 
and return through another outlet just 
to the left of this one. 

In my article on “Jacob’s Well” in 
1933, I staced that the water had failed, 
and they were cleaning it out, Up until 
that time the well was only said to be 
eighty feet deep. Now they say it is 
about one hundred thirty feet deep and 
has thirty feet of water in it. The top of 
the well, or the mouth rather, is cut out 
of a single stone, and is probably the 
original well-mouth whereen Jesus sat 
while He preached to the woman of Sa- 
maria, John 4:6. The hole cut through 
the rock cover is about eighteen inches 
in diameter, while the well itself is nine 
feet across. Outside the stone “well-box”’ 
is fixed a small stone, or cement basin, 
where the weary pilgrims who come to 
drink can also bathe their face and hands 
in the cool, clear, refreshing water. There 
is a sort of windlass attachment for 
drawing up the water, and the bucket 
in use looked like it might be made of 
silver, and caused the water to sparkle, 
as it were, in the light of the candles, the 
only means of illumination in the cavern- 
like basement room. The keeper lowered 
a tray into the well with three lighted 
candles, so that I might realize its great 
depth. I rested briefly as I sat on the 
stone forming the mouth, then knelt in

While this continues in itself or 
strength, nothing can divide those whom 
love has united. It is only when our love 
grows cold that we can think of sepa- 
rating from our brethren and _ this is 
certainly the case with any one who wil- 
lingly separates from the Church of God. 
The pretences for separating may be in- 
numerable but want of love «is always 
the real cause, otherwise they would 
still hold the unity of the Spirit in the 
bond of peace. It is therefore contrary 
to all those commands of God, wherein 
brotherly love is enjoined, to that of St. 
Paul, “Let brotherly love continue,” to 
that of St. John, “My beloved children, 
love one another,” and especially to that 
of our blessed Master, “This is my com- 
mandment that ye love one another as 
I have loved you. Yea, by this, saith he, 
shall all men know that ye are my dis- 
ciples if ye love one another.” Such a 
separation is evil in itself, Being a breach 
of brotherly love, it opens a door to all 
unkind tempers, evil surmisings to serve 
the uncharitable judging of each other, 
also creating a present hell. There will 
arise lying and slandering, bitter words, 
tale bearing, backbiting, anger, jealousy, 
and envy which finally drown many in- 
to everlasting perdition. Well did our 
blessed Lord say, ““Woe unto the world 
because of offence, yet it must needs be 
that offences will come.” When a break 
of this sort is made in the Church of 
God, or any church while they that left 
it endeavor to justify themselves by cen- 
suring those they separate from and those 
on the other hand resent the charge and 
strive to lay the blame on them, but oh, 
how the Holy Ghost is grieved. Partics 
will be formed on one side and on an- 
other whereby the love of many will wax 
cold and the desire of promoting the 
work of the Church of God will grow 
languid and die away. Oh, then what 
grievous stumbling blocks must those 
things be to those who are without, to 
those who are strangers to religion or 
salvation. How will they triumph over 
those once eminent Christians? They say 
what are they better than us? It will 
cause them to harden their hearts against 
the truth, where if the right example 
had been shown, they would have been 
won for Christ and His Church. My 
prayer is that al] in the great Church of 
God will think of this matter calmly 
and not to tear asunder the sacred ties 
that bind us as one, and that all will fol- 
low peace with all men, not only seek- 
ing peace but ensuing it. Let us not be 
weary of well doing but press for- 
ward as one great army for the salva- 


tion of souls.

prayer while the old brother was filling 
a bottle for me to bring back home. A 
hurried farewell followed, after which I 
was off on the run again to join the 
troop caravan at the main road. I missed 
my dinner, so the man in charge of the 
Red Cross unit gave me a box of “hard- 
tack”—soldier biscuits—and a couple of 
first-aid packages, in case they should 
be needed. The trip back to Jerusalem 
was without interest, except the road 
had been blown up in one place and sev- 
eral large stones had been placed in the 
right of way. The telephone and tele- 
graph lines had been cut and at one 
place we halted for some time, while the 
soldiers were deployed at strategic points 
along the way, and the Lewis (machine) 
guns were mounted. Motorcycle scouts 
were also on the alert, but the brigands 
retreated and never came back to give 
battle. No one was allowed on_ the 
streets of Jerusalem between 7:00 P. M. 
and 5:00 A. M. Later this was extended 
to include a 500-foot strip on either side 
of the main highway for a distance of 
sixteen miles out. I just made it back in 
time to get inside before the curfew 
went, 
CONCLUSION 

This will conclude my writings on the 
Palestine trip, being the seventh of a se- 
ries of articles. I also made a trip to Tel 
Aviv-Joppa, or Jaffa, but will not take 
time to describe it, only to say it was 
very interesting. Some of the important 
places passed en route were, Ain Karim, 
the home of Zacharias and _ Elizabeth, 
and the birthplace of John the Baptist. 
Emmaus, where the two walked with Je- 
sus after the resurrection, not knowing 
it was the Lord, when they later said, 
“Did not our hearts burn within?” Then 
there was Latrun the home of the dying 
thief, and the valley of Ajalon where 
Joshua commanded the moon to stand 
still, while the sun rested upon Gideon. 
The road took us through a plain country 
bordering on Sharon, where agriculture 
was flourishing, with Jewish colonies 
everywhere. One could also see the Arabs 
transporting the grain on the backs of 
camels, to the threshing floor to be 
trodden out by other animals, quite in 
contrast to the modern harvesting 
machinery of the Jews. One may still 
see one with an ox-team plowing with 
a crooked stick, adjoining a field where 
another is driving a modern tractor- 
plow. I did not get into the old city, as 
it was not permissible at the time be- 
cause of the fighting. The police and 
soldiers had to dynamite and blast their 
way through a section of the old quar- 
ter, making a new roadway to the wa- 
ter front, there was so much shooting 
and bombing going on.
